A MOMENTOUS EVENT. 


Splits between 
the 
senate and the 
white house, between different fac­ 
tions of the senate, between the senate 
and the house of representatives, and 
between congressional 
leaders 
who 
were formerly allies occupy a large 
part of the attention of many of the 
Washington correspondents. Whether 
the splits are real or only imaginary, 
they are interesting topics of conversa­ 
tion. 
It sems to us that another 
split has come to 
light 
which is in 
some ways more interesting than any 
of the others and wrhich is more sur­ 
prising than any of them. 
This conclusion is based on an ar­ 
ticle in the Boston Transcript about 
the recent confirmation by the senate 
of David II. Blair as commissioner of 
internal 
revenue. 
Senator 
Hiram 
Johnson bitterly opposed Blair’s con­ 
firmation, and The Transcript backed 
Hiram. 
After the senate confirmed 
Blair, The Transcript eulogized the 
senator’s who voted against the con­ 
firmation, and then added the follow­ 
ing significant remarks: 
“It is a melancholy fact that there 
should not have been a New England 
senator among 
these 
pioneers, but 
that fact should not be misunderstood 
outside of New England. It only 
means that when it comes to a matter 
of this kind, involving honest politics 
and clean political processes, the rank 
and file of New England hold higher 
ideals than do the senators wTho repre­ 
sent them at Washington.” 
Is not this plan evidence of a split 
between the Boston Transcript and its 
erstwhile hero, Henry Cabot Lodge? 
We do not see how else it can be in­ 
terpreted. 
It was only two or three 
weeks ago that The Transcript was 
hailing Senator Lodge as the high- 
minded and valorous patriot who had 
saved the independence of the nation 
once and who could be counted upon 
to save it again by opposing to the last 
ditch the nefarious secret plans of the 
Harding administration to take Amer­ 
ica into the League of Nations. 
In view of what The Transcript has 
to say about Mr. Lodge by plain im­ 
plication, in the paragraph quoted 
above, we cannot help suspecting that 
it has subsequently lost faith in him 
as a champion of the Bitter-ender doc­ 
trine ready to sacrifice his political 
life in that cause so sacred to The 
Transcript's soul.

GIRL UNDER MURDER 
SENTENCE PAROLED

22.—Ursula 
Broderick who was sentenced to 
ten years in the penitentiary nearly 
a year ago, following her convic­ 
tion upon a charge of murdering 
her stepfather, Joseph Woodlock, 
was paroled by Judge Hartm ann in 
the juvenile court yesterday after 
it had been learned that the girl, 
who in the meantime had married 
Daniel E. Miller, is expecting to 
become a mother. 
Ursula Miller is the youngest girl 
ever tried for murder in the first 
degree in the City of St. Louis. She 
confessed to the police and to the 
couk that she killed her own fath­ 
er, Thomas 
P. 
Broderick, in de­ 
fense of* h er mother, and that she 
killed her stepfather, Joseph Wood­ 
lock, in defense of her own honor. 
Ursula was tried on 
the first 
charge and the jury could not agree 
as to her guilt. 
H er attorney at 
that time was ex-Governor Johnson, 
who has died since. 
She was tried 
again in 1920 and a jury in Circuit 
Judge H artm an’s court pronounced 
the girl guilty of murder in the sec­ 
ond degree and she was sentenced 
to serve ten years. 
H er mother who was jointly in­ 
dicted with her 
on the 
murder 
charges, was tried 
several weeks 
ago and was found guilty of murder 
in the first degree and sentenced to 
ten years in the penitentiary. 
The girl told the police and other 
authorities th at her motlier had 
been m istreated by Broderick and 
that she, Ursula, had fired the gun, 
after Broderick tried to attack her 
mother with a sledge hammer. 
At 
the coroner’s inquest, following the 
shooting, the girl 
told 
the same 
story and was exonerated by the 
coroner’s jury. 
A few years 
later 
Mrs. 
Wood­ 
loch^ 
second 
husband, 
Joseph 
Woodlock, was found dead in the 
kitchen of his home: 
It was charg­ 
ed at that time that Mrs. Woodlock 
had killed her husband and that she 
committed the crime in order to 
collect lier husband’s insurance. 
When the cases were brought to 
trial the jury could not agree upon 
her guilt. 
The case was 
tried 
however, and a new jury found the 
girl guilty of murder in the second 
degree. 
Since her conviction the girl has 
been living with her husband and 
various efforts have been made to 
have her paroled.

MISS IM ES DEMANDS 
FUEL EQUALITY RE GIVEN 


Jefferson City, June 22.—Miss i 
Marie Ames, legislative agent for I 
the women’s organization of Mis­ 
souri, issued an ultimatum to the j 
senate elections committee yester- j 
day on two primary election bills j 
pending before the legislature. She 
told the committee that any bill 
passed must guarantee equal repre­ 
sentation for women on the party 
committees, or the women would 
fight the bill. 
The committee considered the 
Proctor and Blodgett bills. Recom­ 
mendations are to be made follow­ 
ing a meeting today. 
The Proctor 
bill provides that women are entitl- 
! ed to sit on party committees, but 
I requires them to run against men 
candidates. 
Another provision insisted on by 
Miss Ames was that the primary 
bill approved must contain a provis­ 
ion that filing fees of candidates 
shall be 
paid 
to state or county 
treasures and not to the party conv 
mittees, as at present. 
The fees 
would be used to pay the expenses 
of the elections 
rather 
than the ! 
campaign expenses of the parties. 
J 
Miss Ames, also. is asking that j 
the primary bill shall permit worn [ 
en to act as judges and clerks ot 
elections. 
She says the pending 
measures are indefinite oq that sub­ 
ject.
